Scarlet HYDRACHNA, or red water-fpider. 


The genus Hydrachna, inftituted by Müller, fecms 
to form as it werc a link of connexion between the 
genera of Acarus and Aranca. Thefe animals are 
commonly known by the name of water-fpiders, 
and are feldom of any confiderable fize. The pre- 
fent fpecies, which is fhewn as it appcars when mag- 
nificd, is perhaps the moft remarkable of the Britifh 
fpecies, and is not uncommon in clear ftagnant wa- 
ters in the fummer months. It grows to the length 
of about the fifth part of an inch.
